HELLAS: DIFFERENCE COUNTS 


There is no doubt about Hellas, when we lose - we lose big. Thankfully this 
season hasn’t seen us drop the full two points on many occasions. Just three 
times in sixteen rounds in fact, although the goal tally over those games reads 
nine against and just one for. 


The structure of the NSL finals is such that the top three teams, particularly 
the minor premier, are at a distinct advantage given that they receive a dou- 
ble chance and for the top team a weeks rest. Many could argue that winning 
the championship from fourth or fifth is no great hurdle - Olympic did it 
last year and Marconi did it too a few years back. Nonetheless, the Hellas 
finals record over the past few seasons suggests that we need all the chances 
in the finals that we can possibly get. 


I make the point of mentioning our heavy defeats and the structure of the 
finals to highlight the need to improve our goal difference, in case we should 
finish level on points with another team at the end of the season. One goal 
could be the difference between first and second, third or fourth, or dare I 


say it - even fifth and oblivion. At present our goal difference is only +6. 
Marconi are + 16, Melbourne Croatia + 10 and Preston are +5 and nipping 
on our heels on the table. 


Conjecture as to our predicament is varied. Not enough chances taken, to 
many soft goals conceded, midfielders missing - they all have some justifica- 
tion. What needs to be done about it is the true question to be addressed. 
This brings me on to the subject of Wollongong Macedonia. 


I hate to predict big wins as invariably it fires up the opposition and makes 
me look stupid. So let me just mildly suggest that if ever we are going to 
improve our goal difference, there could be harder days than today. For the 
record Wollongong Mac’s goal difference is -13. 


I couldn’t let this opportunity pass without mentioning a little motivational 
force for our own lads. When Wollongong Mac. drew their first four games 
in the NSL, their president predicted that they would go the season unde: - 
feated!!! Well, Hellas remain one of the few clubs that haven’t made a farce 
of his prediction. Don’t let me down today guys, please.
